The funeral of Dr. Denton 
Jaques Snider, philosopher, author 
and teacher, was held today at the 
residenee of Frank V. Hammar, 7 
Hortense place, and was followed 
by burial in Bellefontaine Ceme- 
tery. A group of educators an 
personal friends acted as honorary 
pallbearers. Dr. Snider died at 
noon Wednesday, of a sudden 
iliness, at the Kirkwood home of 
William Harvey Miner, publisher 
of many of his books. He was 84 
years old, and had lived recently 
at 3804 West Pine boulevard. 

“Writer of Books” is the only 
title that Dr. Snider ever claimed 
for himself. He celebrated his lat- 
est birthday by publishing his fif- 
ty-first book, a novel, “The Rise 
of Young Shakspeare.” 

It was as an author that the out- 
tide world knew him. His books 
had, if not a large sale, at least a 
wide distribution, and his name be- 
came known, more than 20 years 
ago, in the principal Buropean 
centers of learning. 

An Unpaid Teacher. 

But in St: Louis Dr. Snider was 
best known as a teacher—for the 
greater part of his career an un- 
paid teacher, a modern Socrates. 
His classes were free to all who 
came, whether many or few, and 
the teacher would give copies of 
his books. which served as the 
textbooks, to any who could not 
afford to buy them. The last meect- 
ing of Dr. Snider's class was held 
in Cabanne Library last Saturday, 
with Goethe as the theme, and an- 
other meeting had been announced 
for tomorrow afternoon. 

He was a native of Mount Gilead, 
O., and learned as a youth of the 
life and labors of “Johnny Apple- 
seed,” the traveling philosopher, 
who in earlier years planted fruit 
trees in Ohio and Indiana, and 
whose biographer he became. He 
went to Oberlin College, receiving 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 
1862, and delivering his valedic- 
tory in Latin. Oberlin, 32 years 
later, bestowed the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Letters upon 


him. 


After graduation, Snider, who 
was 21, enlisted in the Union 
In 


Army, and served for a year. 
1864 he came to St. Louis as lay 
teacher of ancient languages, lit- 
erature, history and mathematics 
in Christian Brothers’ College. 
Three years’ service at that insti- 
tution was followed by a 10-year 
period of teaching in the St. Louis 


Olive streets. 
Biography of Emerson. 

During his high school teach- 
ing, he wrote and published his 
three-volume analysis of Shaks- 
peare. In the same period, he 
formed the close acquaintance of 
a circle of St. Louis scholars and 
students who formed a center of 
philosophical research. 

In what became known as .he 
St. Louis Movement, Snider was 
associated with William T. Harria,

In 1877, Snider resigned his high 
school teaching position, and he 
never returned to the work of in- 
stitutional teaching. Instead, he 
devoted his time and effort, in un- 


turns, to the writing of books and 
to the teaching of those ‘who 
wished to study his works. 

Many of his books were written 
| standing at a makeshift desk built 
of two chairs, for the author could 
| not afford the luxury of a work 
‘table. In his fiftieth book, writ- 
ten less than five years ago, he 
deciared that he had ‘‘never made 
a penny” by his writings. Since 
then he had received some profits 
from the sale of the better known 
of his books.

CHURCH CELEBRATION 
FOR U. 5. MARTYRS 


Archbishop Glennon Officates 
at Pontifical High Mass Con- 
cluding Observance. 


Pontifical high mass, with Arch- 
bishop Glennon officiating, closed 
a three-day celebration at Bt. 
Francis Xavier’s (College) Church 
yesterday in honor of the first 
American martyrs. The triduum 
was timed to close on Thanksgiv- 
ing, its final day being an observ- 
ance of the occasion as well as a 
celebration of the beatification of 
the martyrs at Rome last summer. 

The Thanksgiving sermon was 
preached by the Rev. D. J. Lavery, 
pastor of Holy Rosary Church. Fa- 
ther Lavery laid particular stress 
on the work of the eight beatified 
North American martyrs, all of 
'whom were members of the Jesuit 
order or of Jesuit missionary 
| parties. They lost their lives after 
‘tortures at the hands of the In- 
| dians. 

“Tf I were to emphasize any 
point,” he said, “it would be the ; 
necessity of a martyr’s :cve and de- 
votion on the part of the priests 
of America. Like the sturdy mis- 
sionaries of America’s early days 
our priests should be willing to 
suffer and die in bringing the 
'feith to distant lands.” 

Following the services, relics of 
the martyrs, bone fragments, were 
‘exposed for the veneration of 
those in attendance.

Glover approved the plan, 
saying that the Postoffice Depart- 
ment would ask for bids “’or the 
private contract service as $20 @s 
the postmasters of the cities com- 
cerned filed the necessary paver. 
Kelly Introduced Air Bill. 


Representative Kelly has been 
the victim of the irony of politics. 
At the instance of the Pittsburg 
Chamber of Commerce he intro- 
duced the bill authorizing the 
Postmaster-Genera] to make cun- 
tracts with individuals and corpor- 
ation for the transportation of air 
mail. It was under the authority 
of this act that the St. Loulis-Cai- 
cago route to connect with the 
transcontinental service was made 
possible. 

The Pittsburg group, however, 
until recently had failed to take 
advantage of the law and as a re- 
sult the department has authorizei 
16 routes in other sections of the 
country. 

Kelly told Glover today that the 
need for a Pittsburg to Kansas City 
route has developed, particularly 
because it would have a day te- 
tween the two points.
